ILO to Study |

GENEVA (Kyodo)—The Com- 
mittee on Freedom of Associa- 
tion of the International La- 
bor Organization will study an 
appeal filed by the Japan 
Teachers Union (Nikkyoso) 
Thursday and Friday. 

Nikkyoso’s appeal, complain- 
ing of Education Minister Ma- 
suo Araki’s action of rejecting 
collective talks with the 500, 
000-member organization, was 
filed with the ILO last Fall. 

Araki has been refusing such 
talks with Nikkyoso because 
he believes that the union is 
not an organization similar in 
nature to other labor unions. 

The Committee on Freedom 
of Association will submit the 
results of its investigations to 
the ILO Governing Body, which 
will meet March 7. The Gov- 
erning Body usually approves 
reports submitted by various 
committees without a change. 

The Committee on 
of Association is made up of 
nine members, three each from 
the interested parties—govern- 
ment, management and union. 
The Japanese union representa- 
tive will not be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the coming debate.

Bishop Binsted Dies 
In New York

Reverend Norman Spencer Bin- 
sted, 70, who had been a Prote- 
stant Episcopal Church Bishop 
in Japan and the.

WHO Aide Predicts Malaria 
Will Be Out of Control Soon 


J. Handler, director of infor- 
mation, World Health Organiza- 
tion (WHO), predicted yester- 
day that malaria will be out of 
control within the next five to 
ul- 


muitiply all over the world. 

At a press conference held 
at the United Nations Informa- 
tion Center in Tokyo yesterday, 
Handler said that the world- 
wide war for eradication of 
malaria has become one of the 
important activities of 
WHO today. 

The WHO vowed to wipe out 
malaria in 1955, he said. 

Handler said that Dr. M. G. 
Candau, director-general of 
WHO, had declared at a meet- 
ing in New Delhi last week that 
the organization would have to 
stop all its activities to combat 
malaria unless funds were 


agreed 

to WHO in combating ma- 
laria at the end of the meeting, 
he said. 

He cited a good example of 
WHO's activities in the Congo 
in the case of an emergency. 

Handler said that WHO 
had dispatched a 45-man medical 
mission to the Congo 10 days 
after the internal troubles there 
began, to organize medical ser- 
vices because no native doctors 
were available after the evacu- 
ation of the Belgians. 

Handler said that the WHO 
maintains 45 doctors and nurses 
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in the C in order to run 
the public health services there, 
but they have not encountered 
any serious difficulty up to now 
even in remote areas, 


WHO is now expanding 
its activities to the areas of 
mental health, neurosis, suicide, 
and juvenile delinquency in col- 
laboration with the member 
countries, he said. 


He said that a considerable 
inerease has been made in the 
membership of the organiza- 
tion in recent months because 
17 newly independent nations 
in Africa joined the organiza- 


There are 404 regular and two 
associate member countries in 
WHO today, he said. 


He said that WHO is at 
present working on improve 
ment of water supply systems 
throughout the underdeveloped 
countries, because more than 
50 per cent of contageous dis- 
eases originate from poor water.

Full-Scale Tests to Be Made 
On Sabin-Type Polio Vaccine 


Full-scale experiments on live 
polio vaccine develo by Dr. 
Albert Bruce Sabin of the United 
States will be conducted in Ja- 
pan during the coming year 

to prepare the way for 
its possible use in the future. 

Detailed plans for the coming 
tests were decided Tuesday at 
a meeting of the live polio vi- 
rus vaccine council. It was at- 
tended by some 60 of 
various universities in coun- 
— . 


The experiments will be con- 
ducted by using samples of the 
live polio vaccine made by the 
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Pfizer Co. in Britain. The vac- 
cine, given Japan by Dr. Sabin, 
are slated to arrive in Tokyo 
today. 

The vaccine initially will be 
administered to monkeys to 
confirm its safety. 

They will then be used on 
some 1,000 children below the 
age of three. 

The tests will be conducted 
for a one year period from 
1 th th 

If the results of the 
ments prove to be ple 
the Welfare Ministry plans to 
use live polio vaccine in addi- 
tion to killed-virus for vacci- 
nation purposes. 

At present, only the Salk vac- 
cine, developed by Dr. Jonas 
E. Salk of the U.S., is being 
used in Japan. 
the Salk vaccine, the 
Sabin vaccine is also made 
from virus cultivated in mon- 
key kidney cells. 

The Salk killed-virus vaccine 
is injected hypodermically 
three times over a seven 
month period.

Ex-Luxury Liner Hikawa Maru

YOKOHAMA—The Hikawa’ 
Maru, Japan's last ocean-going 
luxury liner, retired from active 
service last year, will be reborn 
in April as a floating youth 
hostel, 


The 11,600-ton ship is being 
remodeled at the dockyard in 
Yokohama at the cost of ¥60 
million. 


The Hikawa Maru, which was 
launched September 1929 for 
service on the North Pacific 
lane, was listed as an idle ship 
last October after its return 
from a voyage to Seattle. 


When remodeled, the ship 
will have 86 rooms with 600 
beds. The floating hostel will 
be used mainly by boys and 
girls of primary and junior 
high schools.

After completion, the vessel 
will be moored at a new pier 
150 meters long and 4 meters 
wide, to be constructed off 
Yamashita Park in Yokohama.

unsung but peaceful death not 
long after the end of the war. 

Sankichi Sakata was an im- 
poverished slipper-maker in a 
tenement district in Osaka. But 
he was always playing hookey 
from his oe and 
engaging in amateur s con- 


into 
debt as a result. 

But through the understand- 
ing encou ment of his wife 
he was finally enabled to make 
shogi his business, and worked 
his way up the shogi ranks 
until he came to be acclaimed 
by leading Osaka fans as the 
shogi champion of the West 
team, as opposed to the 
team of Tokyo.

Japanese plays and novels in- 
variably show a soft spot for 
this type of eccentricity, eulogiz- 
ing both the eccentricity and 
the sacrifice of others t it 
entaile—an interesting sidclight 
into Japanese psychology. 

“Kojin-yama” and “Dosu-jial” 
are both in the — sword - 
fight category of swashbuckling 
Shinkokugeki, both making 
heroes of the old-time gambler 
class, the former of an upright 
and courageous gambler boss, 
the latter of a devil-may-care 
nihilist ype that chases the 
dice in a deliberate attempt to 
wreck himself.

Infused with a touch of 
humor that lightens the pathos 
attending the end of a disillu- 
sioned life, the scene is warm 
with the warmth of the two 
daughters who have shared his 
life and his disappointments 
with him; and there is some 
thing very natural about the 
way he just nods off to sleep 
and to death basking in the 
warm sunlight, m in the 
manner that a leaf falls off the 
tree in late autumn. 

Originally written for Tatsu-

The groove becomes deeper

It is perhaps coincidence; but 
both “Osho Ichidai” and “Otoko

Japanese plays and novels in- 
variably show a soft spot for 
this type of eccentricity, eulogiz- 
ing both the eccentricity and 
the sacrifice of others t it 
entaile—an interesting sidclight 
into Japanese psychology. 

“Kojin-yama” and “Dosu-jial” 
are both in the — sword- 
fight category of swashbuckling 
Shinkokugeki, both making 
heroes of the old-time gambler 
class, the former of an upright 
and courageous gambler boss, 
the latter of a devil-may-care 
nihilist type that chases the 
dice in a deliberate attempt to 
wreck himself.

The maximum penal- 
ty for such a crime is death. 

With Akao out of the picture 
for the time being at least, the 
remaining members of the Al- 
koku-to may even go wilder 
than before.
